THE story of Peter may be 
aptly summarized in three 
words— fall and recovery. 
Peter, one night, at the word of 
the Master, got out of his boat to 
walk on the water to get to Jesus. 
But when the wind amote him in 
the face, hiri faith failed him; then 
the water yielded under hit feet, 
' nJid-he would have sunk had not 
Jeaua aaved him. This incident 
may be regarded as a reheareelof 
what happened at a later day, 
when Peter denied his Lord, but 
was again saved, to become the 
preacher of Pentecost, 

Called to Catch Men 

Peter, as e fisherman, was well 
used to the sea, but he had been 
called to leave the catching of fish 
to become a fisher of men. For 
aomc time he had been in close 
fellowship with Jeaua, and had 
learned to -expect -wonderful 
things. Now, seeing Jesus walk- 
ing on the sea, Peter believed hie 
.could give rum power to do like- 
wise. The Lord was calling him to 
attempt great things, why should 
he not do this? , 
."'■ Jesus was, riot' unwilling fee 
Peter to see what he could do, 
and, with a strange' combination of 
yen hire aomeness and faith, Peter 
stepped out of the boot to walk 
the sea. How this splendid out- 
and-out confidence in the Master- 
must have staggered Peter's fel- 
low disciples! 

For a moment, such was the 
power of his faifh. he was able to 
tread the sea. But only for a -mo- 
ment. What with the winds and 
the waves, Peter's faith failed him. 
As soon as Peter began to lose his 
trust in the Saviour, the Saviour 
began to lose His power in Peter. 
Peter at thaL.inar.ant would have 
gone right down into the sea had 
not Jesus rescued him. 

Too Self-Reliant 

J#as it a sense of his own clever- 
ness which Upset him? His spirit 
of self-reliance, his confidence in 
his own ability to do things? At a 
later day ive know something like 
this happened. When Jesus was 
telling His disciples that trouble 
would arise, that He Himself 
would be taken and killed, that 
all the disciples would forsake 
Him and flee, Peter declared, 



"Though' all men should forsake 
Thee, yet will not I." 

No doubt Peter intended 'to 
braye the fiercest storm with Jesus, 
But every one knows what hap- 
pened. Despite all his brave 
words, as eoon as trouble arose, 
Peter, at the jeering of the servant 
maid, shamefully ■ denied., his 
Master. - \~ ' 

How very like a repetition of 
the incident of Peter's attempt to 
walk on the seal In both cases he 
started with a bold •confidence, 
declaring he could do anything, 
but ended in~ ignominious failure. 
How far down into the sea Peter- 
went we do not know, but Peter's 
faJlin the hour of the trial of Jesus, 1 
when he denied the Master with 
curses and oathsr was unspeakably 
sad and disappointing. 

When Peter lost his trust in 
Christ. Christ lost hold of him, 
Happily, Peter, who was saved 
from the sea, was afterwards- 
saved from his sinful backslidings' 
by the same gracious power of the 
hand of ChriaL . _ lr 

How complete Peter's restora- 
tion was may be imagined whrm it 
.is -'remembered how bravely, he 
preached on the Day of Pentecost 
to the crowds in Jerusalem, jeaua 
- had gone into Heaven in the 
. meanwhile,* but the Holy Spirit 
was filling Peter's heart to the full. 

Humble and WaUiifl 

What faith, what self-surrender 
on tha part of Peter that fact irn- 
pliesl All the old sclf-asaertioi) 
had gone. He was now the hum-. 
ble, willing agent of Cod's saving 
power More wondrous than walk- 
ing the sea was Peter's mastery 
over the strong, turbulent, sinful 
hearts of men. The grace of Jesus, 
working through Peter, subdued 
tJ.eir passions and hatreds and 
brought them to surrender to Him. 

The prescnce°or the absence of 
conquering faith in the life of 
Peter mfade all the difference be- 
tween his success and his fail urn 
A grand opportunity opened to 
him when first called to leave his

The number of Officers and 
Cadets is three hundred and fifty.

Ti&y and 
ni^ht in all kinds of weather they have ever been 
on the '"War i>aih" and from Port Arthur to the 
farthest point in Alaska (hey \\:\w \\nji (he confi- 
dence, love and loyalty of "all wlm have served 
in any cnjnciiy under them. They have lived for 
their people and the Army. They have set the 
pace themselves hy their noble example, in all 
ihinps pertaining to true godliness, in word and 
deed. 

In a rciicw of this character we must include 
Ihe Home League. 

This useful orgi nidation was introduced to 
Canada \\'v?t hy Mrs. Commfctinncr Sowton, 
who commissioned its first OfFicers. and per- 
sonally directed much of the work lha( has been 
accomplished for the soldiers comforts in war 
time. Hlt com slant visits at the Tuxedo Military 
Hospital will lie long remembered hy the sick 
men shut in there. She hi eased and cheered 
lliem. 

Young People's Work 

Splendid advances have also Uccn made in the 
Young People's work (writes Major Sims, the 
Young People's Secretary), and never has the 
Outlook for the future been brighter, lictter fa- 
cilities have been provided for the work, and the 
personal interest shown by Commissioner and 
Mrs. Sowton. with the hard work rml in by them, 
have been very en con raging lu the Local Officers. 
The Corps Cadet roll has more than doubled and 
this in spite 01 the facL that a large number have 
become Officers and are doing good work Oil 
the Field. 

The attendance at the Company meetings, aa 
also llic number u Coinuatiic-v h.is increased 
considerably and from every standpoint ^ Our 
present position is better than the most optimis- 
tic euuld have hoped for. Commissioner and 
Mrs. Sowtoii's interest and hard work put into 
(he "Voitng People's Days," lias done much to 
bring the standard of the Young Folks where it 
stands to-day. During the Young People's days 
of the past year about three hundred young men 
ami women consecrated ihcmscU'cs to God and 
the Army. 

Training Operations 

On October 5th, 1916, (writes Brigadier Phil- 
lips, the Training Principal), the doors of the 
Wr^icni Training School were opened to wel- 
come the brM contingent of Cadets to be trained 
as a scpaniu- unit. The H;il mural Lodge was 
utilised lor ihh purpose, 

Eighteen Cadets presented themselves for ad- 
mission on the opening day, which to the West- 
ern Tcrrimry. at any rate, was a vc'ry historical 
event and marked the genesis of what lias stead- 
ily grown ami developed into a solid and per- 
manent advance. The above number was supple- 
mented, so that when the Session closed twenty- 
~ three were sent to the Field and Social. Nearly 



all of these Cndcts arc doing splendid service in 
all parts of the Territory. 

Every year has'scen a steady increase^ The 
second Session finished with the Commissioning 
of twenty-sis. 

The third Commissioning saw Thirty-six don- 
ning the yellow braid, 

A larger and more suitable premises has been 
secured for 1019, by acquiring the property on 
Fountain Street. These premises have been 
thoroughly renovated and altered so that we now 
have a quite up-tu-datc Institution in every re- 
spect. 

The' Commissioner and Chief Secretary, and 
the Property Department have succeeded in re- 
volutionizing the whole building, it has been 
favourably commented upon by those who huve 
visited the same, 

What Cadets Have Done 

A short resume of the worfc of the Training 
School since its inception may be of interest, 

The Field Training lias played no small part 
in the daily routine of Cade [ship. The Cadets 
have s.pcnt nearly 3,000 hours in ministering to 
the spiritual needs of the people. They have 
called at 6.634 houses and p raved in 2,591 homes. 
During the three Sessions & souls have been 
led to a decision for Christ. Splendid service 
was rendered during the "Kin" epidemic of last 
year by a Nursing Brigade from the Training 
School. 

The Cadets, apart from the regular issues of 
the War Cry, have disposed of no less than 10,000 
.copies of the special numbers. Every year has 
marked a consider a lite advance in this direction. 

With, regard to the Special Financial Efforts. 
The Cadets have each year more than reached 
the Targcls assigned, until in the aggregate they 
have succeeded in securing the splendid total of 
$6,659.86. 

On the departure of our Leaders it is a source 
of satisfaction rind thanks tn God that they can - 
leave behind theiir such a splendid uchk'vcmcm 
as has been accomplished through Training oper- 
ations. Mui-h mure ciiuld be sttid r but in cloning, 
it is interesting to note that several of the Ofli- ' 
ecrs. raised since the Territory lias been formed 
have been accepted for and assigned to the Mis- 
sion Field. This call 'has no doubt been stiinu-.- 
lated by llic excellent I .centres delivered by both.

Knows No Limits 

It is ever the method of love 10 do 
"its utmost ; iffcnnwi 110 limits. The 
spirit which prompts the expres- 
sion, "It's 110 business of mine/' is 
certainly not the Spirit of Christ. 
And as there arc ways ami means 
of helping the Commanding Officer. 
which arc not included in the Loc- 
al's Regulations, hut which arc none 
the lest; real and valuable, and which 1 
arc within the reach of every Local 
■who possesses the willing spirit and 
the Irving' heart, we may profitably 
gn e the subject a little consider- 
ation. 

Is it not, for instance, a duty of 
the highest importance for the Local 
to embody the teachings of I lie 
Commanding Officer. 

However faithful an Officer may

IN JAVA-VICTIMS OF VOL-

Writing concerning the recent 
devastating eruption of aiouwi 
KItict in Java, Lien tenant-Colonel 
Vlas says: "In the vicinity of Mount 
KloeN Adjutant Harvey and five of 
our native nurses had been work- 
ing for some weeks fighting a ter- 
rible di^e.se which was nigins: »h«c 
and which was claiming hundreds of 
lives. She had about four hundred 
patients placed under her care and 
had been working practically night 
and day. After the eruption she 
got another ninety patients^— all 
victims of this calamity-' In a coro- 
,tminicaiion relating to the disaster 
'she says: . , . , 

"ft was dark most of the day, and 
heavy ash- rains fell till late into the 
night- Now the a?h is dry and a 
breeze is blowing, converting it into 
soriiclliinn akin to a sandstorm. 
The lava stream swept right through 
the middle of Dlitar. carrying every- 
thing before it. No one- seems, to 
know the full extent of the damage, 
though it is certain over 5,000 peo- 
ple mast have perished. 

"One of our doctors .has gone to 
Blitar from the Hospital. A woman 
Was brought into the Hospital to- 
day wilh her bands and face very 
badly burned. She was caught in 
the l^va stream, with her husband 
and two children, and is the only 
survivor of the 'family. 

"It }•=■ sometimes very lonely here, 
but that is not the worst. I think I 
have seen more in two months here 
than in the eight years I have been 
in Java. Sometimes it seems, to be 
nothing bnt a bad dream, which 1 
hope to be able to forget. The great 
consolation wc have is the oppor- 
tunity tve have of not only binding 
up the wounds of the suffering, but 
> qi spri-ading llic (jlorious message 
of Salvation throngh Christ."

Sal- 
vation Army doctrines and regula- 
tions, First Aid and Hygiene. Those 
who could not read were taught to 
do so. 

The women were al^o given op- 
portunities for honse-to-hoiisc vis- 
itation, and street War Cry selling. 
One woman said that before hhc left 
her home for the Garrison her one 
great fear was War Cry selling and 
visitation, hut you should have seen 
her about one hour after she had 
left the Garrison 011 her first War 
Crv selling expedition.

He has helped me to 
st-11 twenty War Crys and it is not 
a bit hard." 

Anxious to Testify 

In public meetings then 



While all phases of Salvation 
Army Social work in Holland show 
signs of development both in effi- 
ciency and the amount of service 
rendered, especially far-reaching 
and valued is the work 011 behalf of , 
cx-prUoncrs. H may, not be gen- 
erally known that long-term prison- 
ers, after serving a certain period, 
are released to the Salvation Army , 
to complete the balance of their 
sentence. The Government is most 
liberal in supporting this particular 
branch of our work, subscribing up 
to four-fifths of the total expendi- 
ture. 

It is now proposed to establish .1 
Laud and Industrial Colony for 
what are termed "long sentence in- 
corrigililes," men for whom there is 
no "oflirial"' hope, The Government 
is iiiixmu* ih.il we ^niiilil get this 
scheme moving as quickly as pos- 
sible a,s the prisons in Holland arc 
crowded, and thousands of younger 
offenders arc awaiting trial. 

An experiment is being tried in 
Rotterdam, which is in itriclf a tri- 
bute to' the Army. A Staff Officer 
of mature experience is acting as 
adviser to judicial officials, 011 cases 
which arc to come up for trial. It is 
worthy of note that five leading 
judges of ihc Criminal Court seek 
the advice of the Salvation Army in 
connection with persons of a cer- 
tain type appearing before ihcm.

Lfeutcnant-Cotoric, Otway, the 
Toronto Divisional Commander. 
had a copy of the Commissioner's 
manifesto on flic "Out of the Ruts" 
Campaign before him as he spoke. 
?Ic had been studying it previous io 
the appearance of a "War Cry" re- 
presentative in his office, and laying 
his plans for carrying it out. 

"You say such a Campaign is very 
needful. Dn yon consider then that 
the Army chariot is badly in the 
nits, sort of 'stuck in the mud' so io 
speak ?" 

Ruts Hinder Progress 

"Oh no, no. not by any means. It 
is going along splendidly.- I3ut wc 
all recognize the fact (hut there is a 
tendency for tlic best of people to 
get into a routine way of doing 
things, and thus, metaphorically 
sneaking, nits arc apt to he worn in 
the roadway. These arc likely to 
hinder proeress; work is done too 
iiieriiauiuilly, interest decreases, and, 
in time, a condition of 'stuck in the 
mud' may be reached, As 1 under- 
stand it the object of this Campaign 
is' to prevent such a calamity by 
stirring everyone up afresh to a holy 
zeal and enthusiasm for God and 
souls." 

"To get out of the ruts would you 
consider it necessary to 'scrap 4 all 
our time-honoured methods and 
adopt new and sensational ones?" 

"No r that is not either wise or 
necessary, Asa matter of fact there 
are certain methods of work which 
wc can never depart from. Wc can 
compare our work to that of a 
fanner for instance. He has to sow 
his seed year after year and CRrcfully 
cultivate the soil or he will reap no 
harvests, If, in defiance of all nat- 
ural laws, he determined to 'scrap', 
all his former methods of producing 
crops and tried out some new plan 
he would likely reap no harvest that 
ycaf. , 

Continue Old Methods 

"So you see wc shall continue our 
old methods of soul winning, wliich 
God has so signally honoured and 
blessed in the past, liin at the same' 
time endeavour to find new outlets 
for the energies of our people." 

"Have you formulated any plans 
yet for the carrying on of the Cam- 
paign?" , 

"Yes, I have already drafted out a 
letter to my Officers containing some 
suggestions. First of all this Cam- 
paign must result in the winning of 
souls mid I am urging that every 
Soldier In the Division should aim 
at the winning of at least one soul 
by his or'her personal effort. 

"Then we want to secure new Sol- 
diers and I am suggesting the for- 
mation in each Corps of an 'Enlist- 
cis Hand.' This will be composed 
of thr.ee or four of the most earnest. 
and devoted Soldiers, and they will 
specially set themselves to following 
up converts, looking after their 
spiritual wctiarc.^and getting ilicin 
to link right up with the Army as 
Soldiers, They will, of course, ae't 
as assistants to the Recruiting Ser- 
geant in each Corps. 

"Then I am strongly advocating 
that the Commissioners suggestion 
as to home meetings be taken up 
everywhere. Already one or two 
Corps have started these and en- 
couraging results arc reported. At 
Earlscourt, , for Instance, two of the 
Young People lead a home meeting 



each week. I am hoping to hear of 
at least two hundred of these meet- 
ings being held weekly in the Di- 
vision. 

"The opening of n*w Outposts is 
another plan I hope to see exten- 
sively adopted. Many of our Corps 
arc overcrowded and it is difficult to 
find work for the Soldiers or room 
for the people who want to attend 
the meetings. The opening of an 
Outpost helps to solve this problem. 
1} may be likened to a swarmingof 
hws which is a very necessary thing 
if honey is to be produced* 

"Another plan I have in mind is 
the hunting up of former Salvation- 
ist. This should provide a fruitful 
field of labour for those anxious to 
push on the Campaign. .Frequently 
wc meet people on the cars or in the 
street who make known Io us the 
fact that they were once associated 
with us. In almost every case they 
refer to 'the peaceful hours "they 
twice enjoyed' and express a wish 
that they were as in days gone by. 
I am sugecsting that a supper for 
cx-Soldicrs be arranged in each 
Corps, to he followed by a social- 
evening and a Salvation meeting. 

Visiting the 'People 

-"Door to dooj- visitation will also 
provide a good opportunity to 'get 
out of .the ruts.' Every house in 
every Corps District should be visit- 
ed. In connection with this I am 
suggesting that pamphlets should be 
printed containing a full programme 
of Corps operations. 

"A Brigade of Young People's 
Workers could then make a syste- 
matic canvas of the neighbourhood, 
delivering these pamphlets and es- 
pecially enquiring if there were any 
children what attended no Sunday 
School." 

"Do you think there are many 
children who attend no Sunday 
School?" we asked, 

"Tens of thousands, I should 
judge. There is a great field of op- 
portunity before us here. At" Dov- 
!-rcoiirt Scout Leader Johanscn has 
managed to secure one hundred boys 
for the Life-Saving Scouts, a large 
number of wham attend the Bible 
Class on Sundays. He is hoping to 
increase thts number to two hundred 
before long. This is one instance of 
what great possibilities there arc for 
gathering In boys and girls who are 
now strangers to the Army," 

Boom the "War Cry" 

■ "Another method of getting in 
touch with people which I would 
like to sec used more extensively is 
through the selling of the 'War Cry' 
in public places and from door to 
door. There are some, perhaps, 
who look on this side of Army 
effort from the purely financial 
standpoint, Wc must not lose sight 
of the fact, however, that the per- 
sonal clement enters very .largely 
into 'War Cry' selling and triRt ft 
opens the way for many an intimate 
conversation about spiritual matters. 
Apart therefore, from the fact that, 
the J Cry' Jtself often proves a verit- 
able 'white winged messenger of Sal- 
vation' an immense amount of good 
is done through the personal influ- 
ence of those who sell the paper. I 
am anxious for more 'War Cry' Bri-" 

Sades to be organized and hope that 
uring this Campaign -many com- 
, rades will get ,'out of the tuts' by 
volunteering to sell; afew 'Cr'ys' 
weekly." -
